BELT A ST (AP) — 
Guerrilla bombers blast¬ 
ed more buildings in this 
Northern Ireland capital 
Monday while Britain’s 
chief justice opened an 
inquiry into the 13 
deaths of Londonderrys 
“Bloody Sunday.” 

Bombs wrecked a Belfast 
bank, two downtown stores, a 
timber yard and the Northern 
Ireland headquarters of Rank- 
Zerox. a British offshoot of 
the American Xerox elec¬ 
tronics firm. 

In Newry, close to the 
border with Insb Republic, 
Eunmen broke into a Burmah 
Oil Co. depot and blew up 
tanks containing more than 
100,000 gallon* of oil and gaso¬ 
line. Firemen prevented the 
blaze from spreading to other 
tanks. 

Quick action to clear whole 
streets of shoppers and office 
workers prevented any casua¬ 
lties in the attacks. 

Authorities blamed the 
raids on the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army, which is 
fighting to break Northern 
Ireland's links with Britain 
and merge it with the repub¬ 
lic to the south. 

In Coleraine, a north coast 
university town. Lord Chief 
Justice Sir John Widgery 
opened a formal inquiry into 
the Jan. 30 killing of 13 men 
in Londonderry. Northern Ire¬ 
land's second largest city. 

Roman Catholic leader*, 
among them priests and poli¬ 
ticians. charged the 13 died 
from indiscriminate shooting 
by British paratroops during 
a civil rights parade. The 
British say the- soldiers shot 
in reply to sniping or nail- 
ihumb attacks. 

Lord Widgery told the open¬ 
ing hearing he will lie con¬ 
cerned only to discover the 
facts of what went on. His .In¬ 
quiry, he added, will be limit¬ 
ed in space, to the Roman 
Catholic Bogside area of Lon¬ 
donderry where the 13 died 
and. in time, from the begin¬ 
ning of a riot which brought 
troops into the area.

British Columbia will attack the constitution¬ 
ality of equalization payments to the have-not prov¬ 
inces of Canada, Attorney-General Leslie Peterson 
said Monday. 

The legal action is being taken, Peterson told the 
Legislature, to demonstrate that B.C. is “fed up” with 
the unfair treatment of this province by Ottawa and 
to convince the federal government ‘that we do mean 
business.” 

Earlier, the attorney-general, obviously stung by 
weekend reports quoting Prime Minister Trudeau as 
calling Premier Bennett “a bigot,” drew loud, desk¬ 
thumping approval from government MLAs when he 
attacked Trudeau. 

Peterson said: “We’ve had enough sneers, we’ve 
had enough shrugs, we’ve had enough sarcasm, we’ve 
had enough profanity from the present prime min¬ 
ister. British Columbia has had enough.” 

Tiie attorney-general called 
Trudeau’? attack "the most 
unprecedented and unwar¬ 
ranted attack on a provincial 
premier by the prime min¬ 
ister of this country since 
Confederation.'* 

‘‘What’s so sacrosanct 
about (Ottawa's! bilingual 
program that we re not sup¬ 
posed to discuss it or criticize 
it?” Peterson said. "Surely it 
should be possible to criticize 
. . . without being labelled a 
biget by the prime minister of 
Canada.”

Shat-p suid Prime Minister 
Trudeau sent a telegram to 
Bangladesh Prime Minister 
Sheikh Mujibur Rahman an¬ 
nouncing Canada’s decision to 
accord "full diplomatic recog¬ 
nition to Bangladesh as an in¬ 
dependent state.” 0 

The telegram added, “It is 
our sincere desire that harmo¬ 
nious and mutually beneficial 
relations may develop be¬ 
tween our two countries and 
that these relations will be 
enhanced through an associa¬ 
tion within the Common¬ 
wealth.” 

Sharp imid that "within a 
few days” the Canadian am¬ 
bassador to a neighboring 


Asian country would be accre¬ 
dited in the additional post of 
ambassador tu_£>acca. He 
suid .be did not know when 
Jfengl&dttdi. would accredit an. - 
ambassador.to Ottawa. 

The minister said Canada

Victoria is preparing sweep¬ 
ing amendments to its zoning 
bylaws that would drastically 
reduce tiie permissible height 
of commercial and residential 
building*. 

The prov»osed amendments, 
to be considered today by Vic¬ 
toria’s Advisory Planning 
Commission, would give the 
city absolute control over the 
height and density of any de¬ 
velopment. 

The draft bylaw doesn’t 
contain any specific reference 
to maximum height, but it 
would have the effect of limit-

ing the height of buildings to 
14 storeys. 

Community planning com¬ 
mittee chairman Aid. Mike 
Young suid Monday in an in¬ 
terview the proposed amend¬ 
ments were aimed at prevent¬ 
ing uncontrolled development. 

"The present zonipg bylaw 
is sick and hopeless to work 
with: it was high time we 
brought about some 
changes.” Young said. 

The proposed amendments 
would eliminate the present 
bylaw’s only control over

height and density of develop¬ 
ments. 

According to a complex for¬ 
mula contained in the present 
bylaw, the cubic-foot space of 
a building must not exceed 
two-thirds of the number 
derived at by multiplying the 
width of the street (on which 
tiie building is to be construct¬ 
ed) with the site area's 
square-footage. 

This is known as the "bulk 
formula" and according to it, 
the permissible height of a 
building would be far greater 
on a wide street than on a 
narrow one. 

Young called the formula * 
"completely outdated.” It 
didn’t take any aspects other 
than street width into consid¬ 
eration. 

He said the aim of the pro¬ 
posed amendments was to 
make all building proposals 
subject to what is known as 
the "floor-space ratio formu¬ 
la.” 

This formula would limit 
the number of storeys in rela¬ 
tion to site size. Young said a

FALMOUT-H. England 
(Reuter) — A British ship 
carrying a leaking cargo of 
high explosives was deliber¬ 
ately blown up off the south¬ 
west Up of England Monday 
after experts decided she was 
too dangerous to stay afloat. 

When the 709-ton St. Bridget 
arrived here last Tuesday, 
somd of her 100-ton cargo of 


nitroglycerine was found to 
have leaked from packing 
oases and seeped into the ves¬ 
sel’s hold. 

Port officials ordered the 
ship to leave ttie harbor and 
government explosives ex¬ 
perts decided that the floating 
bomb must be scuttled. The 
vessel was destroyed by ex¬ 
plosive charges. 


Crew of 39

GALVESTON. Tex. (UPI) 
Evidence obtained by divers 
inspecting the sunken wrec¬ 
kage of the tanker V. A. Fogg 
indicated Monduy the vessel, 
which carried a volatile 
chemical, was blown apart 
and its 39 crewmen killed in¬ 
stantly. 

A pilot who helped guide the 
ship out of the Freeport, Tex., 
harbor also told a coast guard 
board of inquiry Monday the 
smell of volatile benzene was 
heavy on the tanker when he 
was on board. J 

"I thought to myself that 
benzene sure stunk.” harbor 
pilot Alvin Miller told the In¬ 
quiry board. ’’I’ve thought 
about this a million hours try* 
ing to figure out what oould 
have happened, and 1 can’t 
think of a thing in the world.” 

"It must have been a hellu¬ 
va explosion," said a source 
connected with the search for 


the tanker. "The forward 
deck is bent to the right at a 
45-degree angle. A big chunk 
of the forward section was 
blown to one side.” 

Divers also saw a fully 
clothed b.>dy floating in tiie 
tanker's chart room. The arm 
of another crewman was 
found amid the debris of the 
572-foot long ship.

The attorney-general 
added: "It is our contention 
that equalization payments 
violate the express provisions 
of the British North America 
A<*t: namely, that all prov¬ 
inces were to be treated 
equally after their entry into 
Confederation. 

"It is impossible to rational¬ 
ize the equal treatment princi¬ 
ple,.with equalization grants to 
sortie governments. This is 
one of the reasons why British 
Columbia believes equaliza¬ 
tion payments as we know 
them today are not consitu- 
tionally .valid.” 

Peterson also defended 
B.C.'s action last year in re¬ 
moving Trans-Canada High¬ 
way signs within the province, 
replacing them with signs 
reading R.C. 1. 

Thp attorney-general said 
Ottawa hadn’t contributed 
‘ nr#* red cent" to the highway 
for the past two years and 
had consistently refused to 
share with B.C. in millions of 
dollars of new highway con¬ 
struction that should be part 
of the Trans-Canada, includ¬ 
ing Vancouver’s Second Nar¬ 
rows crossing, the Upper 
levels Highway to Horseshoe 
Bay and a new North Island 
Highway. 

"When the federal govern¬ 


ment drops Its hor«e-and- 
buggy approach to highways, 
then we’ll change the signs, 
hut not before," Peterson 

said. 

Ottawa's legalistic approach 
to the whole question of bilin¬ 
gualism. Peterson said, is act¬ 
ing as a divlslv£ rather than 
unifying force in Canada. It's 
not the people of Quebec who 
are clamoring for more 
French outside of their own 
borders, he added, but the 
Trudeau government, "with¬ 
out any regard to thq. practi¬ 
calities of the situation.” * 

According to Statistics Can¬ 
ada. Peterson said, only two 
persons out of 1.000 in British 
Columbia speak French and 
no English. There are nearly 
five times as many who speak 
no other language hut Ger¬ 
man. Ukrainian or Chinese. 

"I am not opposed to effort* 
to encourage the development 
of French culture in Canada. 
B.C. has never opposed that 
I kant to make that abun¬ 
dantly dear." 

But, the attorney-general 
added, it is "the height of 
folly" to make western manu¬ 
facturers use French-English 
labels on everything they pro¬ 
duce for local consumption, 
and the move which Ottawa 
has decreed will he fully en¬ 
forced by 1975, will he costly 
to consumers as well. 

There is also the "terrible 
squandering" of public funds 
on printing o^all federal stat¬ 
ues in two languages not 
separate French and English 
versions, which Peterson said 
he favors, hut with one col¬ 
umn on each page In French 
and the other In English. . 

B.C. also opposes the spend¬ 
ing of "vast sums" of public 
money in promoting bilin¬ 
gualism in the federal service 
and beyond in areas *of Cana¬ 


da where "neither necessity 
nor common sense demands 
it " 

"1 know our judges in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia enjoy going 
hack east to take French 
courses at the federal govern¬ 
ment's expense, hut the ex¬ 
penditure is hardly essential 
when one realizes they will 
not be called upon to conduct 
triaTs in French in this prov¬ 
ince,” Peterson said. 

He also said new require¬ 
ments for bilingualism in top 
federal civil service jobs dis¬ 
criminate against those from 
the West who speak English, 
whether they are already em¬ 
ployed by Ottawa nr seek to 
enter the federal service.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Not so 

long ago we were routinely 
putting iodine on cuts and 
other minor wounds. 

Suddenly the word seems to 
he. "Throw- it away! Why? — 
A.M. 

Well. I wouldn’t put it that 
strongly, but there has been a 
change in attitude. 

Tincture of iodine isn’t such 
had stuff, hut under certain 
circumstances it ran have 
certain drawbacks which 
hav« heen pointed out. 

T. of I. is a solution Io¬ 
dine. which in its natural 
state Is in crystalline form, is 
dissolved in alcohol to make a 
tincturp After It is applied, 
the alcohol evaporates, leav¬ 
ing the iodine on the skin. 
This can he irritating, and 
when it is used to prepare the 
site of an operation, for exam¬ 
ple, most of the pxccss iodine 
is rubbed away w-ith more al¬ 
cohol. 

The same sort* of Irritation 
can be caused by iodine when

used at home, particularly if, 
it is an old bottle of the stuff 
that has heen sitting on the 
shelf for a few years, with the 
alcohol gradually evaporating 
and leaving a stronger and 
stronger concentration of iqr 
dine. That's the principal ob¬ 
jection to ordinary home use. 

For another point, part of 
the reason for use of tincture 
of iodine in the past has been 
that it stains the skin. You 
can see whore you have ap¬ 
plied it, and it gives you a 
fppling of having "done some¬ 
thing.” In actual fact, wash¬ 
ing an ordinary minor wound 
with soap and water is usual¬ 
ly just as effective. 


Iodine <and the alcohol, tool 
stings. There are effective 
h&me antiseptics that do as 
good a job and don’t sting. 

I don’t see any reason to gpt 
worked up shout it if some¬ 
body keeps an iodine bottle in 
the medicine cabinet, hut 
there are substitutes that arc 
just as good, and some of 
them safer, because iodine in 
any quality is poisonous. Use 
it with good judgment, 
though.-and you shouldn’t en¬ 
counter any serious trouble 
with it.

Dear Dr. ThnsUaon; 1 read 
some time ago that there was 
more alcohol in a bottle of 
beer than in an ounce of 100- 
proof brandy or bourbon. Js 
that correct? D.F.G. 

It's pretty close. It depends 
in part on how big a bottle of 
hecr you mean. Beer usually 
runs somewhere between 3 
and a little less than 4 — 
rent.

represents more than K) mil* 
lion British workers. 

The call went oill after John 
Davies, secretary for trade 
and industry, told a shocked 
Commons that if the coal 
shutdown continues there will 
be even more drastic curbs 


placed on all but the most es¬ 
sential uses of electricity.

Roberts said the commis¬ 
sion’s attack on the medical 
profession was "unfair.” 
especially in view of the "ap¬ 
preciable progress" made by 
doctors in the past few- years 
in improving their ability to 
cope with drug abuse. He said 
there was "no acknowl¬ 
edgement of these changes" 
in the report. 

"As we have stated on nu¬ 
merous occasions, the non¬ 
medical use of drugs is not a | 
medical problem hut a social , 
problem wi^h medical mani¬ 
festations,” Roberts said. 

"It is inappropriate and 
unrealistic to expect the medi¬ 
cal profession to provide the 
answers to even the majority, 
let alone all. of Ihe problems 
involved," Robert! said 

*H e described the commis¬ 
sion’s guide for doctors as a 
"fair start’’ towards a first 
aid mnnunl for the treatment 
of drug abuse, but he added 
that some parts should be cor¬ 
rected before the guide is 
used by doctors in their prac¬ 
tices. 

For example, he said, the 
commission completely 
omitted any reference to some 
currently, popular hallucino 
genic drugs such as "P.C.P." 
and it advised the "highly 
questionable" use of thp drug 
Ritalin for treating high dose | 
amphetamine users ("speed 
freaks"). 

Meanwhile, the New York 
Times reported the national 
commissioh on marijuana and 
drug abuse will recommend 
March 22 that all criminal 
penalties on the private use 
and jjossession of marijuana 
he eliminated.

A State of War Exists 



T he first volume of the second part 

of the report of the LeDain commission on the 
non-medical use of drugs has brought one quick 
and positive reaction — from the Canadian Medical 
Association. The commission contends that drug 
abuse is a major public health problem that few 
doctors have faced squarely. 

Admttttng to some fault, the CMA, however, 
quite properly points out—as it has done in the 
past — that drug abuse is primarily a social rather 
than a medical problem. 

No one will deny it. And it is therefore from 
the responsible authority in such matters that the 
lead must come, in this case the national depart¬ 
ment of health and welfare. 

John Munro, the minister to whom the nation 
nmv will look for action, has been waiting for ad¬ 
vice and guidance from such bodies as the LeDain 
commission — appointed for the express purpose 
— and the CMA. He has delayed his decisions on 

h olicy to this point because he lacked, or believed 
e lacked, adequate evidence, precise information 
6n the problem and sound suggestions for correc¬ 
tive procedure Now he has all he needs. Now 
the Canadian people can expect Mr. Munro and the 
government in Ottawa to take the drastic measures 
which for so long have been needed for A crisis so 
long evident. 

The CMA has provided some sound leads. 
Among them is the proposal that the federal gov¬ 
ernment enact laws to ensure accuracy of labelling, 
advertising and promotional material directed at 
the prescribing physician by the manufacturer, 
something it would have been thought was an ob¬ 
vious requirement. And, says the CMA, the 


government should consider “compulsory treat¬ 
ment” for the chronic, heavy drug user. 

The law, the CMA submits, sh&uld be amended 
to make simple possession of any psycho-active 
drug subject to fine rather than prison penalty, 
hut that definitions be clarified with respect to 
“trafficking” and “possession for fhe puipose of 
trafficking.” It can bo assumed that the CMA 
would like to see the weight of the law lighter on 
the user’s end and heavier when it touches the traf¬ 
ficker. That is surely sensible. 

Physicians and public health authorities have 
in general failed to come to grips with the major 
problems — not only those related to hepatitis and 
vrnereal disease, but also failed to understand the 
effects of drugs on the human mind and . . . the 
motivating forces which load people, particularly 
adolescents, into the non-medical use of drugs,” 
the CMA admits. 

The l^eDain report, if it has done nothing else, 
has stirred the medical profession to action and the 
fact that, for the first time, it admits “the present 
emergency situation created by disturbed youth.” 
mayjnave the effect of prodding the fodontl gov¬ 
ernment into effective programming for control. 

These several developments, in addition to the 
disclosure by B.C. Medical .Association and police 
sources in Vancouver of the shocking growth of 
heroin use in this province, should have the de¬ 
sired effect. The doctors are not exaggerating 
when they warn that the country is, In effect, In a 
state of war. And the public should recognize that 
wars are costly things and prepare itself for the 
sacrifice. Whatever that may be,.the responsibility 
can no longer be denied or evaded by governments 
at everv level.

T HE PRACTICE of Premier Bennett to run the 
legislature into gruelling late-night sittings is 
challenged every year by the official Opposition. It 
has become a part of the routine for the NDP 
Kootenay member, I^o Nimsick, to rise and pro¬ 
test. A vote Is usually called and the government 
faithful, oven though some of them have crossed 
the floor in thought on the subject, support their 
leader, 

This session Mr. Nimsick tempered the request 
for a halt being called to what sometimes evolves 
into all-night or early-morning sittings. The NDP 
motion which, of course, was lost, wqjuld have 
placed an 11 p.m. time limit on debate “unless 
otherwise ordered.” 

This would seem to be more than reasonable, 
but Mr. Bennett doesn’t see it that way and insists 
on retaining the power to call adjournment at any 
time he wants. 

“Legislation by exhaustion” Is the way it is 
described. And that is the way it is. The daily

Granted, a little extra rest and- relaxation 
would not help some in House debate. But even 
- the most capahle members must find the long 
hours hampering to clear thinking. 

But does Mr. Bennett pay any attention to 
views expressed whether they are fuzzy ones or 
well thought out? Probably not, but that is no 
reason wdiy the members go through the protest 
routine each year and then let the matter drop 
instead of hammering away at the Inanity of the 
late night-after-night drag. 

A constant nagging at the question might not 
do any good. Mr. Bennett probably would not he 
there much of the time to shrug it off. But it 
would show the constituents, who believe in demo¬ 
cratic government, that there is real concern 
among their representatives over the cut-and- 
drird way things are going.

Canadians Get 
What’s in Bin’

Whenever the summer has not been 
Indisputably awful. It has become the 
custom In the pant dozen years or so that 
someone, somewhere, will declare that 
the wine just then tiring made Is the 
wine of the century. 

In 1971, the miracle was proclaimed 
In Alsace. There, in late August, while 
the grapes remained vulnerable on the 
vines, the aKsuriatlon of producers de¬ 
clared that this year was II. Short of 
their having heard Voices, ii Is hard to 
fathom what would drive professionals 
(overheated amateur enthusiasts may he 
anotlier matter) to do it. 

Such rashness constitutes an Invita¬ 
tion to disaster. This can he illustrated 
by recalling wlmt Impiiened not mo far 
away, In- Burgundy, Just after the Alsace 
producers had N|>oken. We were li v in g in 
Dijon; Hie great vineyards of Burgundy 
begin -at Flxtfi (pronounced Fee-sun), a 
smnll community hardly l>eyond Dijon’s 
southern suburbs.

First there wart hall. In Dijon, It rut¬ 
iled light!) «>m ttlf mulli' ..I..led root 
tiles. A student at the University of 
Dijon, Who was commuting dally from 
Beaune. 2()-odd miles down the road, 
reported that, there, the hailstones had 
come down in the night ns lag as gull’s 
egg»- 

Thai, as it turned out, had been the

Hail does not necessarily affect the 
quality of Ihe wine, hut It ran greatly af¬ 
fect quantity Alter those storms, hardly 
a vine had no hunches without broken 
and scarred grapes Then there was the 
following rain buckets of It, over sev¬ 
eral dHys. That weekend, we watched 
the tractors splashing through |mm>I.s of 
water lietwren the rows at the cele¬ 
brated vineyard of Romance-G>nti, for 
one as desperate spraying was done to 
prevent mildew. 

Unwelcome as they may have been 
then, those rains were not tire disaster 
they would have l»ecn at the time of the 
vintage, in September or early October. 
Heavy rains then are sucked up hyHhe 
vines to prod lice Tat grapes a’ndlhih, 
watery wines

Alsace. Which escaped the worst of 
this August weather, may even have 
approached what the producers so pre¬ 
maturely hailed, although wines of the 
century occur rather less frequently than 
they are proclaimed (Centuries Iasi 
such a long time.) But, regardless of 


the eventual Judgment that may he made 
of 1971 several years hence, it was un¬ 
deniably a difficult year almost every¬ 
where, and not a big one aa to quantity. 

Earlier, In the Bordeaux region, 
growera were bewailing the late spring 
they’d had, the cold, wet weather at the 
time of the blossoming, and the lack of 
warm weather, even then, in mid-June 
There were no predictions that early 
alsiut quality, tint it was conceded that 
quantity would he reduced consider¬ 
ably In the Medoc, drastically in St. 
Fmilion. 

^ * * * 

In St. Fmilion, where there had been 
hail as well as rain and cold when the 
vines were In blossom, one grower said 
that he anticipated a yield down by 
ii I h ml Ml per cent from the admittedly 
large 19t0 crop. 

This is intended to say two things 
aliout vintages One, that the wine of one 
year does differ from another, and, two, 
that vintage charts which purport to say, 
hang, that Year X waa gisnl (hr had). In 
all regions, are misleading. (While vlg- 
nerons shivered in the Medoc In June, 
and strove to ward off the vine diseases 
which flourish with too much damp, in 
the region embracing ('hnteauneuf- 
duPnpe and Tavel, on the southern 
Rhone, the fields shimmered In the heat 
and blinding sunlight that Vincent Van 
(•ugh went south looking for.) 

Anyone who has had "the opportunity 
to compare the catalogue of any good 
firm of wine merchants in Britain or the 
United States with the lists of the (Cana¬ 
dian provincial liquor commissions can 
only conclude that the latter find such 
tilings as vintages a great nuisance. And 
km they are. Standardized products (for 
which may he read, liquor) require not 
much knowledge, and less care, In the 
buying, keeping and selling. Not so wine; 
In fact, It Is one rtf the Joy* of wine, to 
the wine-drinker, that It Is as various as 
people 

** it 

The fiYfldamental trouble with the 
coni mission, of course, is that they are 
not merchants, a term that Implies some 
give-and-take with the customer. They 
lire precisely what their name says they 
are agencies of control. In return for 

_havin g his hn hil gratified, th e cuatomrr 

will pay up. and keep a civil tongue in 
Ids head while doing it. 

Not so long ago, I was In an Ontario 
store and ordered a couple of liotlles of 
(’habits, les (’Ins, specifying the 1969, 
which had been in stock ns recently as 
the week Jiefore "Whatever’* In the 
hln." said the clerk;*In what might have 
been iltc commission's theme, "whal- 
ever’s In Ihc bin.” 


There has 4 *rtalnly lieen 
progress in industry, educa** 
tlon und health services in 
many parts of the Thud 
World, hut it has failed to 
provide employment for mil* 
lions and its other benefits 
have not always been spread 
as widely as imasible. 

Some of the people now un¬ 
employed simply cannot hr 
su,»| sa ted on the land because 
of a growing fMipulatinn or 
p«xa- soil. Some are out of 
work because new industries 
JaU, or cannot start, through 
lack of markets. mis¬ 
management, or tariff bar¬ 
riers by richer countries 
against the exported products 
of such industries. 

But there is another factor. 
Many effort! by the develop¬ 
ing vountries’ governments 
have failed to produce bene¬ 
fits for the greatest possible 
number of people, particu¬ 
larly the one l»enefit a se¬ 
cure, adequately paid job 
which can best lead to others. 

Lalxir-savlng devices have 
been introduced into lactories 
In Asia and Africa, where 
labor Is usually abundant. 
Tractors and combine-har¬ 
vesters have displaced lals>r- 
ers on farms; computers and 
other such lals>r-savlng ma¬ 
chines are doing work former¬ 
ly done by men.

Big new' enterprises mMi as 
steel mills, hydro-electric 
| dams, and air|M»rts have pro¬ 
vided many new jobs, hut at a 
very heavy coat. Even when 
; all the henelits of these en¬ 
terprises are taken Into ac¬ 
count. the return In new Jobs 
often does not Justify the cost. 

Provision of Jobs has not 
always been given sufficient 
\ attention hy planners or com- 
I panics. Instead, scarce money 
has often been s|>ent on re pro¬ 
duct Ing some of the achieve¬ 
ments of the rich West \ house 
like those in Euro|>enn towns, 
big office blocks, cx|iensivc 
; private schools and unlversl- 
< ties, aiijxuls, luxury hotels 
11| 

These can he afforded only 
hy the rich few the Wes¬ 
tern-style upper class which 
has existed for centuries in 
Ijdln America, and grmvn up 
more recently In much of 
Asia and Africa. 

Besides its other costs, this 
emulation of the west 
which till* West encourages by 
example and with aid does 
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harm hy making the "white- 
collar” jobs seem the most 
desirable, at least to schopl- 

Far more sch<s*l-leavers 
want such jobs than are avail¬ 
able. 

Development In eniulution 
of Europe and the U.S. raises 
holies of release from land ag¬ 
ricultural work. These holies 
cannot he fulfilled, except for 
a few, because the developing 
countries must remain mainly 
agricultural for the near fu¬ 
ture. 

Development, then, must 
aim to reach as many as pos¬ 
sible of the rural majority, 
providing Jobs and othe£ bene¬ 
fits which will .make life on 
the farm more tolerable. It 
must lie geared to small loca¬ 
lities and promote and en¬ 
courage self help efforts hy 
each community.

It means 
small, cheap water catchment 
tanks which village communi¬ 
ties « can Install to avoid 
drought, and storage bins that 
small growers, as well ns 
richer farmers, can afford.

There can he intermediate 
technology In health services, 
t(x>. Many local health centres 
staffed hy medical auxiliaries 
with short and comparatively 
cheap training oan do more 
for the same money Ihan null 
ti-million-dollar hospitals. 

fhe JTDG, which was 
founded by Dr. E. F. Schu¬ 
macher an economist who 
spent some time in India 
has sent teams to Africa to 
show how intermediate tech¬ 
nology can la* applied, Iresldes 
publicizing Hie need for it. 
Fortunately It Is not alone In 
these efforts. 

Many |>eople In the develop¬ 
ing countries have seen the 
need for such an approach.

production of $720 million, 
while B.C. gained $49 million 
from a production of $422 mil¬ 
lion. 

Any province with the same 
natural resources as B.C. and 
this includes Quebec, he said, 
could be just as rich as this 
province is if they would only 
manage their resources prop¬ 
erly. 

The western economic re¬ 
gion of Canada could, if it had 
to. "go ft alone,” Smith said, 
but he quickly added he did 
not think this was the i 
to B£.i problems. 


Smith also said that taxes 
on natural resources in B.C. 
were now just about as high 
as the resource industries 
could stand and if they grew 
much larger, the industries 
migh start looking for other 
places to go. 

He also suggested that it 
should be made compulsory 
that the manufacturer’s list 
price remain on new cars in 
the province until they are 
sold retail the first time. This 
would prevent ‘‘price pad¬ 
ding’’ in which prices are in¬ 
flated. but so are trade-in val¬ 
ues, he said.

In an hour-and-a-half long 
speech in the budget debate, 
Nimsick also suggested that 
the province stop giving any 
more permits to pollute water 
at all. To allow many compa¬ 
nies to pollute to a certain 
level would, in the end. "spell 
disaster" for the province's 
waterways, he said. 

The Columbia River Treaty, 
he said, had turned into a fi¬ 
asco" because the province 
had "sold out downstream 
benefits to the U.S.” with the 
result that it was Americans 
who were getting the benefit 
of cheap power from the 
treaty’s dams and not B.C. 
residents. 

He called for a full inquiry 
in the case of Fred Quilt, an 
Indian from near Alexis 
Creek who died Nov. 30. In¬ 
dians have said he died after 
being beaten by an RCMP 
constable hut an inquest held 
later at Williams Lake did not 
attach any £lame to the 
RCMP.

First Aid Works for Rolls

Ome would be inclined to be¬ 
lieve there wouldn’t be much 
of a problem In being a public 
relations man tor a 300-yenr- 
old outfit that once called it¬ 
self by the colorful name of 
The Governor and Company 
of Adventurers of England 
trading into Hudson's Bay. 

The possibilities for promot¬ 
ing die firm are endless. It’s 
a company still linked firmly 
into the history of western 
Canada and it’s retailing and 
expanding with its competi¬ 
tors with 250 stores spread 
across the country. 

Just about everybody knows 
The Bay. Their colorful blan¬ 
ket coats are worn by ma¬ 
trons from Inuvik to San Jose, 
their rums and whiskies have 
warmed many a chilled north¬ 
ern tummy and their tales of 
fur-trading exploits have been 
drummed into Canudian 
schoolchildren since away 
back when. 

You might guess that all 
you have to do is unlock the 
doors to the old trading post 
and watch the profits ac¬ 
cumulate. But you would like¬ 
ly be wrong. 

Take the case of Rolph Hu- 
band of Winnipeg. He's the 
company's secretary and pub¬ 
lic relations man who was in 
Victoria Monday to introduce 
The Bay’s new local store 
manager. Allan Brent, who 
has Just arrived from Edmon¬ 
ton to take over from George 
Kosich. The latter has been 
made general merchandising 


manager for the Calgary dis¬ 
trict. 

Huband has problems that 
you’d think couldn’t exist in 
his line of work. For Instance, 
in the past year he’s had to 
head off a shipboard mutiny. 

He’s put a few worrisome 
years before the mast, so to 
speak, in one of the company’s 
biggest promotional ventures 
—ths voyage of the Nonsuch. 

The Bay had the ketch Non¬ 
such built in Devon in 1968 as 
a replied of the tiny craft that 
was the fororunne^ into Hud¬ 
son’s Bay 300 year's earlier, 
thereby' helping to establish 
the company. 

The replica ship was sailed 
to Canada in 1969 and has 
seen plenty of successful pro¬ 
motional service for The Bay 
In eastern Canada since that 
time. 

Then came time to send the 
exhibit to British Columbia. 
Somebody said: “Why not sail 
it down the east coast through 
New York, around through 
the Panama and up the West 
Coast?”* 

“No thank you.” said the 
crew, or something like that. 
The tiny craft, they said, 
would prove to be unbearably 
uncomfortable and hot in 
southern semi - tropical 
climes. 

The alternative proved to be 
to transport the hull by 
trailer-truck across the north¬ 
ern U.S. and southern Canada 
to the West Coast. At one low 
overpass in Washington the 
trucking firm had to grease 
the portion of the boat that 
scraped the underside of the 
bridge. 


Right now the Nonsuch is 
afloat in Seattle, being refit¬ 
ted for her summer duties 
that begin early in May. The 
ship will be in Victoria for the 
(May 24 festivities and wiH be 
at many other ports as far 
north as Kitimat during the 
summer. 

The tentative plan is to 
transport it back overland to 
Winnipeg, company head¬ 
quarters, where it will be¬ 
come a key element in an his- 
tQrical museum. 

The replica cost $175,000 to 
build in England and operat¬ 
ing costs since have not been 
cheap. However, one is left 
with the impression the whole 
enterprise has been satisfac¬ 
tory from a company point of 
view. 

Of course, Huband’s time 
isn’t taken up wholly with 
such things as the Nonsuch. 
The company has eight new 
stores on the drawing boards 
or under construction, all in 
bigger metropolitan areas. 

Much of the development is 
in eastern Canada and a 
unique portion is in the heart 
of Toronto where the Bay is 
going against the usual trend 
of heading for the suburbs by 
building a store at Bloor and 
Younge streets, one of the 
busier comers in the city. 

Both Huband. and Brent 
couldn’t see any major 
changes in the Victoria store 
in the immediate offing but a 
new shopping centre, when 
built at Royal Oak, will have 
a new Bay store as part of it. 
That has already been an¬ 
nounced.

LONDON (AP) — \Yhen 
Rolls-Royce collapsed a year 
ago Mrs. Harold Wilson re¬ 
marked: "It’s as If we had 
lost the Rock of Gibraltar.” 
The wife of the former prime 
minister reflected a wide¬ 
spread view. 

The Rock is still standing. 
Rolls-Royce is alive and kick¬ 
ing and about to make good 
on the jet aircraft engine pro¬ 
gram that nearly killed it. 

As reorgainzed from the 
ruins of virtual bankruptcy, 
Rolls is hardly the same. The 
firm that symbolized private 
enterprise has been national¬ 
ized into state hands. Only 


massive help from the British 
and U.S. governments saved 
it in any form. And many of 
the old company’s debts re¬ 
main unpaid. 

But the rescue operation is 
clearly on the threshold of 
success. 

Company spokesmen say 
Rolls-Royce soon will deliver 
to Burbank, Calif., the first 
production model of its 
RB-211 engine for the Lock¬ 
heed Aircraft Corp.’s TriStar 
jetliner. This yead Rolls plans 
to send Lockheed about 100 of 
the engines, three each for 22 
TriStars plus spares. <- 

Skyrocketing development 
costs on these same engines 


broke Rolls-Royce a year ago 
and threatened to bring Lock¬ 
heed down as well. 

Since then, Rolls-Royce 
has renegotiated its fixed-price 
contract with Lockheed to 
take higher develojiment costs 
into account. The British gov¬ 
ernment has taken over Rolls- 
Royce and, by official account, 
pumped an extra $130 million 
into the RB211. The U.S. Cor* 
gross backed a loan of $250 
million to keep Lockheed 
going.

Ford Profit Up Sharply 


DETROIT (AP) — Ford 
Motor Co. announced Monday 
its 1971 profits totalled $657 
million, up 27 per cent from 
the $516 million earned in 
1970. 

Earnings per share were 
$6.18, second-highest in Ford 
history. 

Ford’s worldwide sales last 
year were a record $16.4 bil¬ 
lion, up 10 per cent from $15 
billion the previous year. 

Ford was the last of the Big 


Four U.S. car-makers to re¬ 
port 1971 earnings. All showed 
sharp increases over 1970. 

OAKVILLE. Ont. (CP) - 
Ford Motor Co. of Canada 
Ltd. set records in both sales 
and earnings during 1971, 
President Roy Bennett an¬ 
nounced Monday. 

Earnings for the year were 
$75.8 million or $9.15 a share, 
up about 9 per cent from $69.4 
million or $8.37 a share a year 
earlier. 

Sales of the company’s Ca¬ 
nadian and overseas sub¬ 


sidiary operations totalled 
$1.46 million, an increase of 
abour 8 per cent over the 
$1.35 million in 1970. 

Of this, Canadian operations 
showed an increase in earn¬ 
ings of about 66 per cent while 
foreign profit was down 40 per 
cent.

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Balance of Payments Veers 
To Sudden Deficit Position 


OTTAWA (CP) - Canada’s 
international balance of pay¬ 
ments moved sharply into a 
deficit in the last three 
months of 1971 with booming 
imports and large payments 
of interest and dividends 
abroad. Statistics Canaria re¬ 
ported Monday. 

The result was that Cana¬ 
da’s surplus of $1.06 billion in 
all merchandise and service 
trade in 1970 was cut to less 
than one quarter, $245 million, 
in 1971. In the final three 
months of the year there was 
an over-all deficit of $238 mil¬ 
lion, compared with a surplus 
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of $320 million in the previous 
three-month period, 

The statistics bureau said 
detailed figures are not yet 
available on Canaria's balance 
of payments with the United 
States or other countries. But 
preliminary indications were 
that imports from the U.S. 
boomed in the final three 
months of the year, and inter¬ 
est and dividend * payments 
soared. 

The large surplus balances 
Canada had been running in 
the last two years were taken 
by the Nixon administration 
in Washington as reason for 
pressing Canada to agree to 
_ new trade rqles that would 
dampen the outflow of Ameri¬ 
can dollars to Canada. 

The government here has 
resisted the pressure on 
grounds that the Canadian sur¬ 
pluses were unusual and that 
Canada still paid huge 
amounts to the U.S. for finan¬ 
cial and other services. 

Monday’s report by Statis¬ 
tics Canada seemed to con¬ 
firm the government’s ar¬ 
gument.

The union was not releasing 
actual voting figures and Bill 


Andreeff of Edmonton. loeal 
president, said he did not 
know when mediation might 
resume. 

"We’ll have to talk with the 
public service staff relations 
board tomorrow and see what 
arrangements can be made. 
Bui *»np ihing is sure, the 
b>ys are still on strike.’” 

At Vancouver, Air Canada 
and CP Air e.\i>erienced 
major delays. 

Air Canada cancelled two 
Vancouver to Toronto flights 
and two flights from the east 
were late arriving at Van¬ 


couver International Airport 
due to complications of the 
strike. CP Air reported late 
departures and delays of two 
hours or more from the east. 

Simmons said in Kingston 
he already had made up his 
mind about a resumption of 
mediation, but would go no 
further until discussing it with 
the board.

What hair is. 


The protein of which your hair is 
made is arranged in three layers: a 
central core or medulla, surrounded by a 
bulky layer ealled a cortex and encased 
all round by the cuticle a glistening, 
shiny layer of overlapping plates like 
shingles or the scales *i a fish. Of course, 
these plates are so tiny you can’t see 
them, but you can feel them. If you run 
your hand down your hair, it feels 
smooth and silky. But hold the ends and 
brush your hand back up and the hair 
feels rough. You’re literally brushing 
against the grain. 

Each, hair grows out of a follicle or 
‘pore’ and is normally lubricated with 
natural oil from an adjoining sebacious 
gland. Some people produce more of 
this oil than others and. incidentally, 
some people have more hair than others! 
It’s curious hut tru^, for instance, that 
blondes usually have more hair than 
anyone els?iahouL420,000 hairs on an 
average*.

E. T. Cantell, B.C. superin¬ 
tendent of Insurance, any* tha 
letfiidnture may lie asked to 
amend Ihe province's no-fault 
automobile Insurance legisla¬ 
tion following a B.C. Supreme 
Court ruling that the person 
at fault In an automobile ac¬ 
cident is Halite for damages 
the Injured party could claim 
tinder tits own no-fault insur¬ 
ance. 

”1 would think It (the 
present legislation) would 
have titt.go back to Ihe legisla¬ 
ture, " Cantell said in an inter¬ 
view Sunday. 

He was commenting on a 
recent Judgment handed down 
l#y Chief Justice J. O. Wilson 
that the legislation did not In 
fact say a claim must l»e pur¬ 
sued under no-fault provisions 
where they applied . 

"Certainly the intent of the 
legislation was that the In¬ 
jured party would claim , 
under his own no-fnujt Insur- 
ance first, and as quickly as ! 
possible,” said Cantell. “This 
would give him time to con¬ 
sider other legal remedies. 

The supreme court Judg¬ 
ment Involved a traffic ac- 
client tn whic h ItuhUHy fur 
the accident was admitted 
and general damages fixed. 
But s small medical bill, 
which the Injured r>arty could 
have collected from his own 
Insurance company, was 
claimed Instead against the 
defendant. The Judgment al- 
, lowed the claim. 


"I cannot Infer that the le¬ 
gislature mennt to say n thing 
which It rather conspicuously 
refrained from saying,” Wil¬ 
son said. 

When the legislation was 
passed hy the legislature In 
I9t>9. Attorney-Oneral l^slie 
Peterson Indicated Ihe 
changes were Intended to re¬ 
duce the costs of car Insur¬ 
ance hy reducing liability 
claims. 

During discussions with the 
B.C. Automobile Insurance 
Hoard last month, the insur¬ 
ance industry asked for a 
change in the legislation to 
make sure people claiming on 
policies should Use Hip no- 
fnult section rather than 
claim from someone else 
under third-|»nrty provisions.

Cooking Bags 
Under Study 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration says It is investigating re¬ 
ports that cooking bags cause oven fires and will 
ban them from interstate commerce if a hazard 
is confirmed. , 

The agency said that so far, however, it has 
been unable to determine “that more home oven 
fires occur with the bags than without.” 

It asked the seven principle manufacturers to 
launch an intensive consumer education effort in 
the meantime to explain how the bag should be 
used. 

The FDA said it found during Us investigation 
that Reynolds Metal Company is in technical vio¬ 
lation because its “Brownin-Bag” product does not 
have approval under food additive laws. 

Reynolds said it will comply with the request 
to halt manufacture and shipments of the bags. The 
FDA said jt has no evidence that the Reynolds bags 
pose any health or safety problem.

Doctor Fights Obstacles 




BIRMINGHAM, Ala. fUPI) 
— Dr. Georg* Traugh be¬ 
lieve* modem society throw* 
*too many obstacle* into the 
paths of handicapped persons, 
and he is dedicated to having 
as many of them removed as 
he can. 

Among other things, 
Traugh, assistant professor of 
rehabilitation rqedirine at the 
University of Alabama-Rlr- 
mingham, wants to eliminate 
curbs at street intersections, 
replace steps Into buildings 
with ramps and, better yet. 
design new buildings without 
a raised entrance so persons 
confined to wheelchairs can 
move about easier. 

For deaf persons, he wants 
more direction signs. “ Blind 
persons need more signals in 
dangerous areas, he says. 

Traugh, 43, said he learned 
about'the problem* of persons 
with handicaps during nine 
years of medical practice in 
Rabylon, Long Island, N.Y. "I 
felt there had to be something 
belter to offer these people” 
than sending them to nursing 
homes, he said in an inter¬ 
view. 

“Even with the advent of 
the very modern, new, fully 
facilitated nursing home, I 
atill think people are better 
off If they can live In their 
own home environment and 
function In society and still 
contribute to aociety,” Traugh 
said.. 

He returned to medical 
school in 1969 to study reha 


bilitation medicine. After 
c ° nut 1 e 11 n g his studies, 
Traugh came here In ^July, 
1971, to work in the universi¬ 
ty ’ s Spain rehabilitation 
centre. 

Arm ed with his new knowl¬ 
edge of rehabilitating physi¬ 
cally handicapped persons, 
Traugh was ready to teach 
university students, work on 
research projects, practice 
medicine and, most impor¬ 
tant, help handicapped per¬ 
sons to enjoy * more normal 
li/e. It is in the latter pursuit 
that he campaigns for 
changes to make things easier 
for them. 

“You can train than 
dicapped persons), you can do 
everything in this world, hut 
as long as you’ve got the 
curbs and the steps and 
bathrooms which people can’t 
get into, forget it,” he said. 
"It just won’t work. 

“Sure it’ll work for some 
handicapped — those people 
that are able to overcome 
physical harriers — hut I'm 
interested in all the han¬ 
dicapped, not just the mo¬ 
derately impaired. 

“I think if we begin with 
wheelchairs and modify 
things to fit them, It will, 
then, almost fit about severy- 
thing else. If you can make 
something wheelchair-accessi¬ 
ble, then it henmies accessi¬ 
ble, for instance, also to peo¬ 
ple with severe pulmonary 
disease because they need 
some method of getting some¬ 


where without much energy 
expenditure. 

"The same way with n 
heart patient. If It's wheel¬ 
chair accessible, it makes it a 
lot easier for them as well." 

TW first step In Traugh * 
plan to remove bamera to the 
handicapped is to replare 
curbs at street intersections 
with a sidewalk that slopes to 
street level. 

Some cities - among them 
Denver. Salt l^ake City and 
St. Petersburg — have re¬ 
moved curbs, but officials in 
some other cities have con¬ 
tended that rurh removal ran 
cause drainage problems, 
’present, dangers to pedestri¬ 
ans from cars running up on 
the sidewalk and make it dif¬ 
ficult for blind persons to 
ernes the street. Traugh said 
no such problems nave devel¬ 
oped in Denver. 

TraugJj has persuaded Bir¬ 
mingham officials to include 
plans for ramp* at intersec¬ 
tions in the design for a street 
being rebuilt through the uni¬ 
versity section. Hi* Idea of no 
curbs at intersections is being 
considered in the plans for 
rebuilding the city’s main 
downtown street, according to 
city engineer .Samuel Hill. 

Hill said no final decision 
has been reached, however. 
”1 would want to know a lot 
more*than I know now before 
I could recommend it,” he 
said. ”1 do intend to find out 
more about It.” 

The next thing Traugh 


wants changed is entrance* to 
buildings. An Alabama state 
law passed in 1965 requires 
that buildings constructed 
with public funds be designed 
so that handicapped persons 
have easy access. But Traugh 
also wants privately financed 
buildings to include ramps in¬ 
stead of steps and doors that 
open easily-.and are wide 
enough to accommodate a 
wheelchair. 

Inside the building, Traugh 
would like to see fire alarms, 
water fountains, telephone 
booths, light and water con¬ 
trols, and elevator buttons 
placed within the reach of 
persons in wheelchairs; 
raised dobr numbers at uni¬ 
form levels for blind persons 
- to feel them; warning* on 
door* behind which there Is a 
danger to blind persons; easi¬ 
ly readable signs for deaf per¬ 
sons and restrooms equipped 
for use by persons in wheel¬ 
chairs. * 

Traugh said officials anm 
architects have expressed in¬ 
terest In designing buildings 
so that they are more accessi¬ 
ble to handicapped persons, 
but that isn't enough. 

“Really about what It has 
amounted to is talking,” ha 
said. ”1 have been en¬ 
couraged by everybody that I 
have met and spoken to. Rut 
we’rl still in the talking stage 
and I won't be satisfied with 
that. 

“I want something don# 
physically.”

about sex discrimination. 

The committee will he con¬ 
trolled by the five women 
Democrats on the house edu¬ 
cation and labor committee, 
including Reps. Shirley Chi¬ 
sholm of New York and Patsy 
Mink of Hawaii, both seeking 
their party's presidential no¬ 
mination. 

Republicans, who have no 
women members on the com¬ 
mittee. named Rep. John Ash- 
brook of Ohio, who Is oppos¬ 
ing President Nixon In the 
GOP presidential primaries. 
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to head thetr four-man contin¬ 
gent. 

Chairman Carl Perkins. D- 
K.v., agreed to use of fund* of 
his education and labor com¬ 
mittee to finance the work of 
the ad hoe panel which will be 
led by Rep. Edith Green of 
Oregon, ranking Democrat 
behind Perkins and an outspo¬ 
ken champion of women's 
equality in employment. 

“We re going to take testi¬ 
mony from women on the 
campuses, in factories and in 
offices. Anyone who has a 
complaint about how women 
are discriminated against in 
Job hiring, promotion and psy 
will be weloomed as a 
witness,” Mrs. Green said. 

She said she hoped to start 
the hearing* "early in 
March” but that an Itinerary 
of cities be visited had not yet 
been drawn up.

Man Lacks ‘Wisdom’ To Create

M U YORK (AP) A sci¬ 
entist has warned his col¬ 
leagues around the world to 
slow down their efforts to 
manufffeture life in the labo- 
ratpry. He says man lacks the 
wisdom to deal with the con¬ 
sequences of such acts, espe¬ 
cially the creation of test-tulie 
babies. 

Dr. Leon Knss. a physician 
snd biochemist at the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences, 
discussed the manufacture of 
life in the lalioratory as re¬ 
port* gather that some scien¬ 
tists. notably in England, are 
on the verge of implanting in 
a woman an embryo fertilized 
in a test tube. 

“To have develop to the 
point of introduction of such 
massive powers with so little

deliberation over the desira¬ 
bility of their use.” Kass said, 
“can hardly tie regarded as 
evidence «if wisdom." 

The scientist suggested an 
alternative: "In the absence 
of such wisdom, we can l>e 
wise enough to Ismjw that we 
are not wise enough. When we 
lack sufficient wisdom to do, 
wisdom consists in not doing. 

“Restraint, caution, absten¬ 
tion, delay are what this se¬ 
cond-best and may tie. only 
wisdom dictates with respect 
ty -baby manufacture, ami 


with respect to various other 
forms of human engineering 
made .fmssible by other new 
biomedical techniques.” 

Scientists have already re¬ 
ported from several laliora- 
tories the fertilization, in the 
test tube, of hupian egg by 
human sperm and the subse¬ 
quent laboratory culture of 
the young embryo. There 
have tiern no rejiorts of im¬ 
plantation yet, after which the 
embryo would grow to birth. 

Much of the public attention 
has centred on reports from

bridge University and his col¬ 
league, Dr. Patrick Steptoe, 
in work, supported by the 
Ford FodifKlalion. 

An ob ject of their work is to 
help women have babies de¬ 
spite a blockage of their 
tubes, through which a ferti¬ 
lized egg normally passes on 
the way to implantation, the 
scientists say. 

Kass replies in an analysis 
in the quarterly 'The Public 
I meres, that surgical recon¬ 
struction of the oviduct would 
be preferable and that al¬ 
though the success rate so far 
is only fair it is bound to 
improve. But Kass puts more 
weight on the risk factors. 

The manipulation in the lab¬ 
oratory of the embryo, he 
said, could produce damaging 
effects in the eventual child.

“Does the parent’s desire for 
a child,” he asks, “entitle 
them to have* It by methods 
which carry tor that child an 
unknown and untested risk of 
deformity or malformation?’’ 

The risks, he continued, are 
unknown. There have been no 
reports of gross deformities in 
mice or rabbits, but no work 
has been done yet on the spe¬ 
cies closest to humans, in pri¬ 
mates. 

•The ability regularly to 
produce normal monkeys by 
this method would seem to be 
a minimum prerequisite for 
using the procedure in 
humans,’’ he said. 

Kass suggested further that 
the laboratory manipulations 
could even result in the im¬ 
plantation of abnormal em¬ 
bryos which would have been 
spontaneously aborted nor¬ 
mally. 

The moral argument, Kass 
said, Is that scientists must 
know there will be no defects 
in the child before proceeding 
with implantation — and 
there is no way of knowing. 

Kass also discussed another 
stage in the laboratory manu¬

facture of life, a technique 
called “cloning,’’ in which the 
nucleus of an unfertilized egg 
is removed, and replaced with 
a nucleus from an adult cell. 
The egg will then be gene¬ 
tically identical to the adult 
source. 

“An unlimited number of 
identical individuals,” Kass 
said, “all generated asexually 
from a single parent — that 
is, a clone — could be pro¬ 
duced by nuclear transplanta¬ 
tion.”

The same questions of ex¬ 
perimenting on the unborn 
arise with cloning as did with 
the test-tube baby, Kass said, 
and they again constitute a 
moral argument against any 
first attempt to clone a man. 

But there are other ques¬ 
tions that apply specifically to 
cloning. 

“Central to this matter,” 


Kass said, “is the idea of the 
dignity and worth o f each 
human being. The basic ques¬ 
tion we must ask is this: Is 
individual dignity undermined 
by a lack of genetic distinc¬ 
tiveness?” 

There is also the question of 
dehumanization. 

“Is there possible some wis¬ 
dom in that myatery of nature 
which joins the pleasure of 
•sex, the communication of 
love, and the desire for chil¬ 
dren in the very activity by 
which we continue tb4 chain 
of human exixtence?” 

“I had earlier raised the 
question,” Kass concluded, 
“of whether we have suf¬ 
ficient wisdom to embark 
upon new ways for making 
babies, on an individual seals 
as well as in the mass.

“Theories of the family can 
be very touchy. I think we’d 
have more arguments if there 
were more men in the 
Classes, but I don’t know if 
they would be useful ar¬ 
guments.” 

She and Robin Endres are 
two of the 20 teaching assis¬ 
tants who teach the inter-dis¬ 
ciplinary Women In the Twen 
tieth Century course at the 
University of Toronto.

Is transcendental medita¬ 
tion a religion?

out that if the course did have 
religious elements, it was ille¬ 
gal to teach it in B.C. schools 
under provisions of the Public 
Schools Act which state that 
no religious instruction may 
be given.

Members of SIMS from Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver attended 
the meeting, but several trust¬ 
ees said they would not be sat¬ 
isfied it was not a religious 
group just because these 
members said it wasn't.

This graceful plant. Dicentra spec- 
tabilis, is a native of Japan, and it has 
more nicknames and aliases than a 
bank robber. In dif fe r e nt countries and 
districts it may be known as Dutch¬ 
man’s Breeches, Lyre Flower. Widow's 
Tears. Lady-in-a-hath and the more 
common Bleeding Heart. 

The Lady-in-a-bath name. I learned 
fairly recently, comes from the fact 
that when you pull apart the outer seg¬ 
ments of the heart-shaped flower, out 
pops a tiny white lady sitting holt 
upajght in an ornate, boat-shaped bath- 


BJeeding Hesrf is one of the find pe¬ 


rennials to break ground and start 
growing in the spring, and it isn’t long 
before it has covered Itself with its fine¬ 
ly cut, fem-ltke foliage. The flowers art 
carried in arching sprays from which 
dangle a line of rosy pink heart-shaped 
lockets. The sprays last quite a long 
time in water and provide a certain air 
of old-faahioned elegance to modern 
flower arrangements. 

The plant has a fleshy rootstock 
which thrives in almost any kind of soil 
and aspect, from a south-facing bed in 
full sun to a woodland glade receiving 
as litUe as three hours of sunshine per 
day. I have seen it growing quite happi¬ 
ly in Saanich clay and In thin, gravelly 
loam, although I suspect, from its 
woodland ancestry, that it has a liking 
for leaf mould in its planting site. 

Good drainage is a must, though, for 
in common with most of the fleshy-root¬ 
ed plants, it will rot if puddles are 
allowed to stand over its roots. 

★ * ★ 

In low-lying Holland, where dramage 
Is always a matter of great concern, the 
commercial growers of these plants dig 
them up every fall and leave them on 
the surface, with just a spadeful of aoil 
thrown over the roots to protect them 
from frost, replanting them in the 
spring when dry weather returns. 

If the Bleeding Heart has any faulty 


at all, it is the rather short jieriod of 
bloom; our first plant came into tJloom 
in late May and was finished for the 
year around the middle of June, a mat¬ 
ter of about three weeks. 

Fortunately, the plant breeders have 
gone to work to correct this fleeting 
display, and have come up with a hy¬ 
brid variety called Bountiful. This one 
bkxuna from May to July, after which it 
takes a short rest, then comes back in 
the fall to cover itself again with its 
dainty locket flowers. 

Bountiful has been a bit difficult to 
come by in the past, but I notice this 
year that quite a few plant catalogues 
are listing this superior form of Bleed¬ 
ing Heart. 

♦ ★ ★ 

Most of the-garden books will tell 
you the proper way to increase your 
stock of plants is with root cuttings 
by cutting a length of fleshy root into 
two-inch chunks and planting them. I 
have used this method with oriental 
poppy, anchusa. seakale and hor¬ 
seradish, but in three tries with Bleed¬ 
ing Heart, not one of my root cuttings 
has been successful. 

I have had much better luck with 
simple division, digging up the root 
clump in March or October, dividing it 
in much the same way as with peonies, 
then replanting the pieces promptly.

“You know.' he said, "all 
the things that tittle boys

“Why do you suppose It is?"

Most educators believe that 
children are incapable of “ab¬ 
stracting" — that they must 
carefully be fed little bits of 


acts and data until their 
minds are stuffed with ran¬ 
dom information. 

I have always held that the 
child has a vast untapped fa¬ 
cility for abstracting, if we 
learned how to encourage it, 
and didn’t paralyze his mind 
with so much data that seem 
to be an end in themselves. 

The process we call “think¬ 
ing" begins early in the 
human mind, and wlien it 
seema to atop It is generally 
localise the gears have been 
jammed by hundreds of bits 
of “informational" sand. 

♦ ★ ★ 

This is not to say that chil¬ 
dren shouldn't be taught the 
multiplication tables and the 
datps and names and places 
of history; but that these 
should oil, and not clog, the 
mental machinery. 

For every one pupil who 


drops out of school because it 
is really beyond his powers, 
another drops out because it 
is beneath his powers; he is 
bored not because the school 
summons up his Intellectual 
energies, but because it neg¬ 
lects to do sh. In this respect, 
more teachers and schools 
fail than pupils do. 

k k k 

The first task of a teacher 
is to invite and excite the 
child's reasoning powers; not 
to push something into him, 
but to get something out of 
him. 

Every teacher should be 
forced to read ttyat dialogue of 
Plato called the Meno, where 
Socrates shows that an igno- 
rant slave boy without a day 
of schooling actually has ge¬ 
ometry "within” himself. The 
teacher’s job is to get it out, 
not to put it in. 




Most of what we wrongly 
call “education” in our sys¬ 
tem is a form of sausage- 
stuffing: the child is regarded 
as an empty skin that must be 
crammed full of “knowledge" 
and processed to a higher 
grade. 

k k k 

But genuine education con¬ 
sists in releasing the child's 
abilities so that he can apply 
his marvelous capacity for 
abstraction to real probems. 

It is a melancholy truism — 
accepted even by most peda¬ 
gogues — that children enter 
school full of enthusiasm and 
curiosity and wonder; and 
often by the third grade, all 
this elan has been crushed out 
of them, and they sit passive¬ 
ly, giving "correct" answers 
and not paring that their 
minds are disengaged while 
their mouths are flapping.

Peterson said: “We’ve had enough sneers, we’ve 
had enough shrugs, we’ve had enough sarcasm, we’ve 
had enough profanity from the present prime min¬ 
ister. British Columbia has had enough." 

The attorney-general called 
Trudeau!* attack "the most 
unprecedented and unwar¬ 
ranted attack on a provincial 
premier by the prirhe min¬ 
ister of thl* country since 
Confederation." 

‘’What’* bo sacrosanct 
about (Ottawa's) bilingual 
program that we’re not *ui>- 
l*»*ed to discuss It or criticize 
it?"

Victoria is preparing sweep¬ 
ing amendments to its zoning 
bylaws that w’ouJd drastic ally 
reduce the (wrniissible heigiit 
of commercial ami residential 
building*. 

The i>ro|Msed amendments, 
to he considered today by Vic¬ 
toria’s Advisory Planning 
Commission, would give the 
city absolute control over the 
height anti density of any de¬ 
velopment. 

The draft hyluw doesn't 
contain any specific reference 
to maximum height, hut It 
would have the effect of limit¬ 


ing the height of building* to 
14 storey*. 

Community planning com¬ 
mittee chairman Aid. Mike 
Young said Monday In an in¬ 
terview the proposed amend¬ 
ment* were aimed at prevent¬ 
ing unciaitrolled development. 

"The present zoning bylaw 
is sick and liofieleb* to work 
with; It was high time we 
b r o u g li t’ altout some 
changes,” Young said. 

Ttie proposed amendments 
would eliminate the present 
bylaw'’* only control ov er 
height and density of develop¬ 
ments. 

According to a complex for¬ 
mula contained in the present

bylaw, tha cubic-foot space of 
a building must not exceed 
two-thirds of the number 
derfved at fcy multiplying the 
width of the street (on which 
the building I* to be construct¬ 
ed) with the site area's 
sijua re-footage. 

Thl* is known as the "bulk 
formula" and according to it, 
tlie permissible height of a 
building would he far greater 
on a wide sti*eet than iai a 
narrow tuie. 

Young called the formula 
"completely outdated." It 
didn't take any usiiects other 
than street width into consid¬ 
eration. 

He said the aim of tha pro¬ 
mised amendment* was to 
make all building proposals 
subject to W hat Is known a* 
tlie "floor-space ratio formu¬ 
la." 

This formula would limit 
Hie number of storeys in rela¬ 
tion to site size.
